Postal inspectors caught him 
Just as he and Avis Glasscock, his 
wife, were waving good-by to ac- 
quaintances at Battle Creek Sana- 
tortum. Dressed in latest fashion, 
the pair were setting out in a brand 
new car of a doggy sport model. 

Each of the Glasscocks carried 
a pistol and the man had on a bul- 
let-proof vest, but the Federal men 
took them by surprise. in the 


diamonds worth $50,000 and 330, 
000 im currency. 

Glasscock is said to be the man 
who really put over the sensation- 
al Rondout mail robbery, in which 
a Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
mail train was held up and looted 
to the tune of something like $2,- 
000.000, according to government 
officials. 

It was Glasscock, the postal in- 
epectors say, who brought together 
the five jewton brothers, all 
“stick-up” experts, and William 
Fahy, star postal inspector, who its 
accused of furnishing the gang with 
inside information.

ON ALIEN TREES 


Government Has Ellis Island 
for Plants, too 


Importations Made to Prove 
Their Desirability 


Stringent Process

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Immi- 
gration stations for trees are being 
established-in different sections of 
the United States Foreign tree 
specimens that come to our shores 
are now detained in special arbore- 
tums while scientists critically ob- 
serve them and decide whether or 
not they are likely to be good 
“Americans.” 

The examination of the tree im- 
migrants is a long and thorough 
ane. A person who comes to Ellis 
Island can generally be designated 
eas a desirable or an undesirable 
citizen in a few days. A type of 
tree that has promising qualities 
ie kept under obeervation at the 
station for perhaps ten years. This 


more like eXamining a race of hu- 
man beings then a single indi- 
vidual. If this country were to 
study the desirability of admitting 
some foreign race of immigrants 
by making elaborate tests of a se- 
lected group of members of the 
race—tests of health, character, 
aGaptadility, and usefulness—that 
would be very much like the tree 
immigration project. 

Ever since it has been evident 
that our great forest reserves are 
being used up at an appalling rate, 
forest experts have spent much 
time on plane for the future. Less 
then one-third of the original 
timber stand of the United States 
remains. Almost 25,000,000,000 
cubie feet of timber are cut each 
year, or about one-thirtieth of the 
visible wood supply. New growth 
in the forests amounts to only 
about one-fourth of the annual 
timber cut. 


ENEMIES OF FOREST 

A single calculation will show 
why the millions of seeds scattered 
yearly by the trees do not grow up 
into dense forests. A government 
scientist figures that four pine 
trees on an acre of ground would 
yield 92.000 seeds in a good seed 
year. But a Rocky Mountain 
ground ulrre] will eat 840 of 
those s in twenty-f@ur hours, 
and a mountain chipmunk con- 
siders 237 seeds a suitable ration 
tor twenty-four hours. in other 
Words, a farhily of six squirrels and 
three families of chipmunks on 
that acre of land could dispose of 
92,000 seeds in two weeks. Ob- 
viously some seeds find a safe hid- 
ing place in the soil. The pine tree 
story illustrates the com- 
plexity of the reforestation dust 
nesa. 


Because reforestation is both 
complex and vitally impertant it 
is being studied from every pos- 
sible angle. The experiments with 
immigrant trees are one of the 
practical and promising lines of in- 
quiry. We have in this country 
six or eight times as many impor- 
tant tree species as Europe has. 
But as the American forests are 
cut away, the trees must be re- 
placed, and some of the foreign 
species may be superior even to 
fine old American trees in useful- 
ness or rapid growth. Naturaliza- 
tion of even one or two valuable 
types of foreign trees may be 
worth millions of dollars to the 
United States. 

The Forest Service starts its ex- 
periments with seed or with small 
shoots of a tree. Much of the ex- 
perimenta) material is shipped in 
by government escientiste in the 
field, who are out scouting for 
promising importations or who 
merely run acroas interesting speci- 
ments from time to time.

Wilbur Makes All Available 
to American Makers 


Action Taken Under Opinion 
of Atty.- Cen. Stone 


Famous Reflex Circuit Most 
Valuable Released 


(EXCLASIVS pierPaTcR) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Under 
an opinion of Atty. Gen, Stone, Sec- 
retary of the Navy Wilbur today 
made a number of important Ger- 
man radio patents, held by the gov- 
ernment since the firet part of the 
World War, avaliable for Ameri- 
can manufacturers. 

Applications for licenses on file 
will soon be signed and manufac- 
ture here begun, officials say. 

Among the most valuable of the 
radio patents is the famous refiex 
circuit invented by Wilhelm 8Schioe- 
mich and Otton Von Bruk, under- 
stood to have been in the superhete- 
rodyne receiving et. 

All the licenses will be tesued as 
nonexclusive, nontransferable and 
revocable.” Agreements will con- 
tinue in effect until January 1. 
1934 or extended throughout life 
of patents. A reciprocal clause of 
the agreements requires for the 
government use of licensee's pat- 
ents through same period for of- 
ficial use only. 

The Secretary of the Navy point 
ed out that the department's ex 
perience in holding exclusive rights 
under patents was undesirable, ex- 
cept for those of military value and 
that the Navy lieved the correct 
to make the pat-

The government's licenses do not 
contemplate the use of apparatus 
manufactured under the patents for 
international communication.

surprise operators, who keep their 
finger on the pulse of the market. 
The apparently incongruous pros- 
pect of a rise in the price of crude, 
at the same time as a reduction in 
the price of gasoline is declared to 
be a not improbable prospect. 
Local marketing authorities er- 
plain the situation by assigning the 
cut in gasoline prices to an entirely 
local condition, while the crude- 
oll market is largely controlled by 
national conditions. It is pointed 
out that while California's gaso- 
line surplus has been augmented by 
the high-gravity fields of the Los 
Angeles basin, and by improved ex- 
traction facilities in refining meth- 
ods, national production of crude 
oll has dropped off a total of 96,- 
000 barrels a day in the past eight 
weeks, with a prospect that the de- 
cline will continue. Marketing ex- 
perts predict that national produc- 
tion of crude oil may drop to 


:11,850,000 barrels daily by Jan- 


vary 1. 
These facts lead the statisticians 


to figure that an increase in the 


price of California crude would not 
be an unnatural development, even 
though California production is still 
greatly above the curve of con- 
sumption and export. 


To Make Test 

The Petroleum Midway Company 
is prepdring to make a test in its 
Rideout-Hamburg well in the Ride- 
out Heights district, according to 
officials of the company. Prepara- 
tions are being made to set a string 
of six-inch casting at 4272 feet, 
the bottom of the hole being at
